STUBBORN DEBTORS 


France Is severely Jolted by the 


American refusal to talk debt revi- 
sion until she shows her good faith 
by meeting the payment defaulted 
last December and making at least 
a token payment on the sum due this 
month.; /She had it coming to her. 
Many Americans who believe the war 
debts should be drastically revised, 
for justice or for business reasons, 
are nevertheless shocked by the 
spirit France has shown about her 
obligations to this country. She 
postponed settlement as long- aa pos- 
sible, until nearly all the other im- 
portant debtors had made an adjust- 
ment. She was given much more fa- 
vorable terms than Great Britain, i 
Fifteen years after the end of the 
war, she has scarcely touched the 
principal, and now has refused to pay 
interest. 


This is not sporting, especially 


when It Is considered that America 
entered the war largely as a friendly 
service to save France and Belgium. 
her ally, and that after vast war ex- 
penditures we demanded aad 
nothing out of the war. It is' not 
tactful, either, and not good busi- 
ness. War debts mast aad will be 
revised. 
But nations like Great 


Brttala and little Finland, that have 
played the game more squarely, will 
probably benefit most in the ultimate 
settlement.
